MANY OF THE FRIENDS 
of the tariff revision being opposed to inter- 
fering with the red-tape channels of the legis- 
lative machinery of the House. Yesterday 
Townshend, of Illinois, introduced a bill which 
bears a very simple title, and proposed to amend 
a section of the Revised Statutes. When the 
title was read no one suspected the real pur- 
pose of the bill, which was to admit free of duty 
salt, paper, printing-machinery, and types, and 
all chemicals entering into the composition of 
paper. The bill simply proposed to repeal 
the section relating to it by number. 
The Committee on the Revision of 
the Laws undoubtedly is earnestly in 
favor of the proposition contained in Town- 
shend’s bill, but, of course, had the tariff men 
known that it was the purpose of the bill which 
was introduced by Townshend to change the 
tariff laws, there would have been a bitter con- 
test, with the probability that the reference 
would have been made to the Ways and Means 
Committee. Accordingly, this morning, when 
the journal was read, the opponents of any 
changein the tariff endeavored to secure a 
change of reference by correcting the jour- 

THERE WAS NOTHING, 
however, in the journal to correct, as the Speak- 
er very rightly ruled. as it is a f: at that the bill 
had been referred to the Committee on the Re- 
vision of the Laws. Whether it was rightly so 
referred was a matter upon which the Speaker 
claimed to have nothing to do. Gartfieid then 
moved to amend the journal, the intent being to 
send the bill back to the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee. Upon this motion the long and exciting 
contest. of the day began. 

There is a rule that bills referred on Monday 
are not subject to reconsideration. The sup- 
porters of Townshend insisted that this rule pro- 
tected them in their reference. Among those 
who took this view were Blackburn, Carlisle, 
and Knott. ‘Townshend, at the beginning, car- 
ried his point, as he obtained a vote of 115 to 117 
to table the motion of Gartield. Had Town- 
shend stopped there, the Tariff bill would prob- 
ably have remained with the Committee ou the 
Revision of the Laws, as the 

OPPONENTS OF THAT REFERENCE 
would not have been able to have made the 
motion to reconsider. Townshend, huwever, 
not thinking of the parliamentary effect of his 
motion, and seeking to fortify his position, 
made a motion to reconsider. The tariff men 
took advantage of this, and secured another 
roll-call that defeated ‘Townshend by four votes, 
as the tariff men had lied. Townshend thus 
lost control of the subject matter, and from 
that point the fight was hotiy contested, the 
greater portion of the time being occupied in 
filibustering motions. The result was, that an 
adjournment was had at 6 o'clock to- 
night, leaving the question pending where 
it began—namely: upon Garfield's motion to 
amend the journal so as to change the reference 
and send the bill to the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee. The ¢ontest is not exactly an issue be- 
tween tariff and anti-tariff, as there entered 
into the motion a question whether the rules, as 
a matter of course, did not require the reference 
of such a bill to the Ways and Means Commit- 
tee. There was also the further question whether 
the House had been misied, whether iutention- 
ally or otherwise, by the introduction of a bill 
the title of which did not give information as to 
its subject matter. 
THIS LATTER SUGGESTION

NEW ORLEANS. 


A Heavy Suit Growing Out of New 
Orleans Interest Coupon Bonds—A 
Receiver Appointed.

New OrRLeans, March 23.—In the United States 
Court the past few days Judge Billings has been 
Taking testimony and hearing arguments in the 
case of H. Bier vs. The City of New Orleans. In 
his petition the plaintiff sets forth that he was 
the owner of certain interest coupons of the said 
city, past due and unpaid, making in the ag- 
gregate $45,000 of interest coupons. He Mees 
that the City of New Orleans was authorized and 
required by the laws of Louisiana to levy and 
collect a tax to pay said interest coupons and to 
apply the moneys so collected to such payment, 
and this requirement constitutes a contract be- 
tween the holders of said coupons and said city, 
the inviolability of which is protected by the 
Constitution of the United States, and for said 
city to withhold or apply any moneys so collected 
to any other purpose whatever than the pay- 
ment of interest. coupons constitutes a breach 
of trust and of said contracts.

The Foreclosure Proceedings in the 
Noted Maxwell Land-Grant Case Ter- 
minate in Favor of the Dutch Bond- 
holders—An Important Transaction,

Crm Arron, N. M., March 23.—One of the largest

THE PROBABLE EXPORTATION OF GOLD. 

The general reader has doubtless failed 
to understand the oft-repeated assertion of 
those who insist that gold alone shall be 
the legal-tender money of the country, that 
if silver were not coined in the United 
States there would now be an additional 
amount of gold equal to that of the silver 
in the country. The argument is that the 
Government when it purchases silver for 
coinage expends an equal sum of gold for 
the metal, when, if the Government did not 
purchase silver, the latter would be sent 
abroad and sold for gold and the gold be 
brought back; and hence the argument that 
the coinage of silver displaces an equal 
amount of gold. 

The fallacy of this proposition is evident 
to every one who does not argue this ques- 
tion in acircle. These pdéople start out with 
the assertion that gold is the exelusive money 
of commerce; that all civilized nations make 
their exchanges in gold; that the United 
States having made both metals a legal- 
tender has put itself beyond the pale of civ- 
ilized trade; that all the world outside the 
United States having made gold the exelu- 
sive standard this country must have a cur- 
rency all silver, and ther¢fore must lose its 
gold. The premises in this statement being 
substantially untrue, the eonclusions are of 
necessity equally so. 

Tue TrisuneE has shown that, with the 
exception perhaps of Holland and one or 
two other small States of Europe, there is no 
nation in Europe which has an exclusively 
gold legal-tender currency. Wherever there 
is not a sufficiency of silver, in addition to 
the gold, to furnish the country with the 
needed supply of legal-tender money, there 
is a supply of legal-teniler paper money. 
Thus, France and Germany supplement their 
gold coinage with legal-tender silver, while 
England accomplishes the same end with 
legal-tender paper money. In no country of 
any magnitude is gold the exclusive legal- 
terider money. 

We admit that it is somewhat anomalous 
for the Government of the United States to 
be purchasing silver, and ¢oining it; but the 
anomaly is one forced upon the country by 
the opponents of silver, who defeated the 
free coinage and established the present 
limitation. 

The argument, however, that the purchase 
and coinage of $25,000,000 of silver annually 
excludes that much gold, and endangers to 
that extent the permanenty of specie-pay- 
ments, cannot be sustained by any process of 
reasoning. In the first plate, gold is an arti- 
cle of international exchange whereby com- 
mercial balances are adjusted. When 
Europe buys of ourexports she pays for them 
in exchange merchandise. If the excess of 
sales be in her favor, the United States have 
to pay that excess in gold; if the excess be in 
our favor, then Europe remits gold to balance 
the account. It is immaterial Whether we 
have paper or silver money or not, the 
balance due to or from Europe on ac- 
count of exports will have to be paid 
in gold. For several years prior to 
1876 we imported largely in excess of 
our exports, and had to pay the balancein 
gold. Since 1876 we have exported more 
than we imported, and have been paid the 
balance in gold. Prior to 1876 our silver was 
more valuable than gold, and was not coined 
or exported, and the gold flowed away from 
us exactly to the sum necessary to pay what 
we owed. Since 1876 the gold has flowed 
back to us, though during the last two years 
we have had silver. The inflow and the out- 
flow of gold have been and are now and must 
of necessity always be governed by the rela- 
tive condition of the balance of trade, and 
not by the fact whether we have silver coin- 
age, OF a paper currency, or an exclusive 
gold currency. 

The silver purchased by the United States 
since 1878 has been bought of and paid for to 
our oon people. The money has been paid 
out as any other money disbursed by the 
Government. This silver coinage remains 
in the country, a reserve, the great value of 
which will be recognized when, if the bal- 
‘ance of trade be reversed, we have to export 
gold to pay the losses incurred by the recent 
extravagant rise in prices. Then, as is the 
case in France, the scarcity of gold for do- 
mestic currency will be made good by a sup- 
ply of silver coin. 

The theory that if there had been no silver 
coined in this country it would have been 
shipped abroad, sold there for gold, and the 
gold brought here to swell our supply, is an 
absurd one, If Europe or any other part of 
the earth wants to exchange gold for Ameri- 
can silver, the coinageof silver in the United 
States does not interfere with the trade. The 
American production of silver is not ex- 
hausted by the purchases of our Govern- 
ment.

The fact is, the money-lenders—the gold 
advocates—are somewhat terrified at the 
present rather unpromising aspect of mat- 
ters. As we explained yesterday, the rail- 
road combinations have so inflated railroad 
stocks, and, as a consequence, inflated the 
prices of certain classes of manufactures, 
that we largely have destroyed our export 
trade, and swollen our imports to an extent 
that the balance of trade hag been nearly, if 
not wholly, changed against us, The inflow 
of gold has stopped, and there is danger that

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reckoning-day comes—and 
it is hastening—when stocks and prices shall 
tumble, when the extraordinary importations 
must be paid for in gold, it is possible that 
the country will discover that the only dis- 
advantage in our silyer coinage will be that 
it has not been three times as great as it has 
been. When the gold shall have departed, 
the value of the silver reserve will be fully 
understood and experienced. 


HITCHES IN THE MONROE 
A more mature consideration in the House 


of Representatives of the interoceanic-canal 
project promises a more conservative atti- 
tude than was outlined in the President’s 


message and the resolutions reported by the 


Special Committee, At all events, there is 


-now an evident sentiment in the House that 


it will be a gratuitous piece of folly in the 
American Government to throw down the 


glove to all Europe at the bare suggestion off 


a commercial enterprise in one of the South 
American States. This fact is attested by 
the several sets of joint resolutions that have 
been introduced touching the subject, and 
by the effort to transfer the jurisdiction over 
the matter from the Special Interoceanic 
Canal Committee to the regular Committee 
on Foreign Affairs. 

It has been discovered rather late in the 
day that, if the United States Government 
designs to declare war upon any foreign 
Government whose citizens, or any number 
of whose citizens, propose to construct a 
canal across the Isthmus, then the first step 
toward that extreme position is to terminate 
the Clayton-Bulwer treaty with Great Brit- 
ain. By this treaty a compact was formed 
‘between the United States and the British 
Governments, establishing a joint protector- 
ate over any canal project for connecting the 
Atlantic and Pacific Oceans through any of 
the South American States, and 
that neither Government should take inde- 
pendent measures for the construction 
of such canal, If the broad inmterpre- 
tation of the Monroe doctrine which 
President Hayes has enunciated be correct, 
then the Clayton-Bulwer treaty should never 
have been made, or, having been made, it 
should be terminated in due form before the 
United States Government can fairly assert 
an exclusive right to build an interoceanic 
canal. Mr. Casey Young’s resolutions sug- 
gest another prudent step that ought to be 
taken if the Government proposes to resist 
the constryction of a canal across the Isth- 
mus by foreign capital—viz.: to confer 
with the Governments of the South Ameri- 
ean Republics relative to the policy and 
measures that should be adopted for mutual 
protection against political interference 
which European Governments might make 
by means of @ canal built by European cap- 
ital, Finally, Mr. Bayne’s proposimon is 
timely in so far as it condemns an invocation 
of the Monroe doctrine in the interest of 
American speculators and deprecates a raid 
upon the Public Treasury under the cover of 
patriotic protest against European inter- 
ference in American affairs. 

In dealing with this interoceanic-canal 
project there has been a tendency all along 
to put the cart before the horse. The sug- 
gestion of the Manroe doctrine has been ac- 
cepted as an irresistible appeal to American 
patriotism. The politicians on both sides 
were prompt to display their willingness that 
their first wives’ relatives should take up 
arms in defense of American rights. A 
special committee is always anxious to make 
dut any case with which it is intrusted, and 
the President was not inclined to permit a 
Democratic Congress to outdo him in patri- 
otic phrases. While this emulation may be 
well enough in a general way, it 
would have been more prudent to start 
out with a deliberate consideration of 
the dangers, if any, that threaten the 
American policy in the construction of a 
canal by private capital subscribed abroad, 
with an examination of existing treaty ob- 
ligations, with a conference with other Gov- 
ernuments in interest, and with the practical 
means of resistance at the command of the 
American Government in case of need. In 
the absence of a satisfactory disposition of 
these preliminary matters, any loud threats 
made by the American Government to resist 
a Voutrance the construction of an inter- 
oceanic canal except with American capital 
will be received with derision the world over. 


THE KELLOGG CASE. 

In some respects the proposition to deprive 
Kellogg of his seat in the Senate is the most 
disgraceful of all the: partisan efforts that 
have been made by the Democrats since they 
came into control of Congress. This can be 
maintained without going back to defend 
any of the peculiar methods of Louisiana 
politics, without diseussing the status of the 
Legislature which elected Kellogg, and with- 
out revamping the interminable arguments 
over the conductof the Returning Board. 
The Kellogg case is a res adjudicata. The 
authority and finality of its settlement is 
even less subject to dispute than that of the 
Presidential count, for the United States 
Senate exercised an unquestioned constitu- 


tional right when it gave Kellogg his seat 


and decided against his contestant, If the 
case can be reopened and the seat be taken 
away from Kellogg at any time, then no 
Senator can feel secure in the tenure of his 
place, and a change in the partisan majority 


+ Of the United States Senate will always 


carry with ita menace to every member of 
the minority. It is from this view of the 
case, without any reference whateyer to the 
original merits of the controversy over the 
seat, that the Democratic proposition is revo- 
lutionary and destructive. 

But the new movement to unseat Kellogg 
is the more disreputable because personal 
bias seems to be back of it, and because it 
is based upon testimony which is utterly un- 
worthy of consideration. Hill, of Georgia, 
is the leader in this movement, and he has 
given evidence within a few days of personal 
animosity against Kellogg. Hill has endeav- 
ored to connect Kellogg with inciting the scan- 
dal with which the former’s name has been 
associated. If the Georgia Senator really be- 
lieves that Kellogg has taken any part in 
bringing this scandal into public notice 
(which is a préposterous assumption), then 
the special desire for revenge which Hill 
must entertain unfits him to sit as Chief Jus- 
tice in Kellogg's case. If Hill has merely 
put forward the theory that Kellogg had 
encouraged the publicity of the alleged 
bastardy case in order to prejudice Kellogg’s 
rights, then certainly there is more reason 
why Hill should be a defendant than @ pros- 
ecutor. In either event, matters have come 
to a sorry pass when a disgusting affaire 
@amour exerts a controlling influence in a 
partisan effort to deprive a United States 
Senator of his rights, 

it appears also that Senator Hill declared 
from the outset that he proposed to reverse 
the former decision of the Senate and to oust 
Kellogg at all hazards, To this end he has 
shown suspicious personal activity in gather- 
ing testimony and prosecuting the case, 
though he has occupied, as the head of the 
Committee, the position of Judge. The testi- 
mony upon which Hill demands the unseat- 
ing of Kellogg proves to be that of an ex-con- 
vict, who has passed a considerable portion 
of his life in State Prisons. and who ought to 
have been there the remainder of the time.

A DIPLOMATIC DO-NOTHING: . 

A year ago, when the Senate was consider 
ing the Chinese question, Mr. Evarts in- 
formed the Committee on Foreign Relations 
that he had begun to negotiate a treaty which 
would satisfy all parties. This assurance did 
much toward securing the assent of Congress 
and the country to the President’s veto of the 
Chinese bill. Since then a quarter of Mr, 
Evarts’ whole term of office has slipped away, 
and he has but a remnant of a year left in 
which to accomplish anything, yet we are 
told on his authority that nothing has been 
done toward the fulfillment of his promises. 
He has been deliberating whether to confide 
the duty of drawing up a new treaty to the 
Minister now in China or toa new Minister 
or to a special commission; if to a Minister, 
to what Minister? If to a commission, who 
would be the best men to eompose it, how 
many, where its place of meeting should be, 
what its authority, andsoon? Meanwhile 
nothing has been done. There are frequent 
mails to China. The Government is repre- 
sented in that country by a well-paid Min- 
ister. The State Department in Washing- 
ton contains an army of clerks who 
are capable of carrying on an act 
ive correspondence with all the foreign 
Governments of the earth. But Mr, Evarts 
admits that all these agencies together, with 
himself at the head of them, have accom- 
plished absolutely nothing in a year toward 
the settlement of one of the gravest interna- 
tional complieations that the United States 
have ever had to deal with. We should like 
to know whether Mr. Evarts fully under- 


stands the meaning of the word Nothing, | 


and, understanding it, desires the American 
people to accept the estimate of his efficiency 
as Secretary of State which he has put upon 
himself. If Mr. Evarts has done nothing in 
a year toward negotiating a new treaty with 
China, it must be beeause he is indolent, or 
incompetent, or hostile to the purposes of 
Congtess and the people, If negotiations for 
a new treaty were begun @ year ago, as Mr. 
Evarts then assured the Senate was the case, 
they ought by this time to be completed. 
Either bis assurance at that time was prema- 
ture, or he now stands convicted on his own 
testimony of neglecting his duties and trifling 
with the interests of the country. 

When the catalog of the things that Mr. 
Evarts ought to have done, and has not, is 
made up, it will be considerably larger, we 
fear, than the list of his important public 
acts. The case cited above is one out of many. 
Another instance of delay quite as flagrant, 
but in a way little short of amusing, is that 
of the negotiations relating to the Canadian 
wreckers, Representative Davis, of Chi- 
cago, has interested himself in this matter. 
He has talked to Secretary Evarts about it. 
Secretary Evarts is a fluent talker. Few 
men in Washington can discourse more 
gracefully over a dinner-table. In the State 
Department. also, Mr, Evarts is fruitful of 
remarks, ornate little speeches, conversations, 
wise saws and modern instances, promises,ex- 
planations, and every variety of observation. 
We are glad to know that Mr. Evarts has 
talked to Representative Davis about the 
Canadian wreckers, and that Secretary 
Evarts takes a deep interest in the subject, 
and that the Secretary is going to write the 
Canadian Minister about it, and “make a 
formal request“ for something or other. It is 
ungrateful for Representative Davis, after 
all these promises, to distrust the sincerity 
of the head of the State Department. But 
such, it seems, is the case. In the dispatches 
we read: 


Mr. Davis at the first opportunity will intro- 
duce a resolution requesting the Department of 
State to enter into diplomatic correspondence 
with Canada, with a view to the modification of 
these commercial relations. 


Mr. Davis must be careful, or he will soon 
make a reputation as a Congressional humqr- 
ist; and that is said to be fatal to any pros- 
pect of solid fame. For suppose Mr. Davis 
should get his opportunity,“ and suppose 
his resolution should go through all its vari- 
ous stages, and finally reach the head of the 
State Department, would it be regarded by 
that official in the light of anything but an 
eccentric act of an inferior department of 
Government? No doubt Mr, Evarts would 
enter into “a diplomatic correspondence 
with Canada,“ for he can write as fluently as 
Iie can talk. But nobody familiar with the 
policy of the State Department can believe 
that the “diplomatic correspondence with 
Canada” would stop before the close of the 
present Administration. Mr. Evarts regards 
talking and writing as ends in themselves 
not as means to something beyond. Action— 
„noble, divine, God-like action —is a word 
not in Mr. Evarts’ vocabulary at all, 

Instances of Mr. Evarts’ genius for pro- 
crastination and delay are plenty. Besides 
those already mentioned, there are those of 
the Canadian fishery award, the French 
eommercial treaty, the Seward investiga- 
tion, and many others of less note. Every- 
body in Washington knows of them, and 
everybody admits that the Secretary of State 
has carried to absolute perfection the science 
of “how not to do it.” It is several months 
since Mr. Blaine introduced into the Senate 
a resolution directing the State Department 
to inquire into the statement of Prof. Hinds, 
a Canadian witness against Canada, that the 
verdict of the Fishery Commission at Hali- 
fax was tainted with fraud. Mr. Evarts has 
not acted in accordance with that resolution, 
He may have talked it over with the British 
Minister at dinner, and they may both have 
decided that the American Senate was a 
meddlesome body. But as to paying any at- 
tention to its action—Mr. Evarts is entirely 
free from such a design.

This changes the present provisions of the 
Constitution by substituting the term “every 
male citizen’’-in the place of “every white male 
citizen,” and requiring a bona fide residence of 
sixty days in a township and of thirty days in a 
ward or voting precinct. One would suppose 
that any honestly-di¢posed and fair-minded 
man in Indiana would, without hesitation, sup- 
port this amendment, whose sole object is to pre- 
vent fraudulent and corrupt voting. It is in- 
conceivable that there should be any objection 
to this amendment; and yet there is. The Demo- 
cratic leaders all over the State are calling on 
their followers to turn out at the spring election 
and vote it down! They confess that the amend- 
ment will stop colonization from Kentucky ana 
other adjoining States,—that it will reduce and 
prevent much fraudnient voting,—but still they 
oppose ite adoption. They allege that the Re- 
publicans have cheated more than the Demo- 
crats heretofore at the elections, by importing 
voters, but strange to say the Republicans are 
all supporting the amendment, while the great 
bulk of the Democrats are opposing it, but are 
unable to offer even a decent excuse for their 
opposition. 

The qualifications for electors in Indiana are 
much lower in the proposed amendment than in 
Illinois. Our Constitution prescribes that every 
map who has resided in the State one year (In- 
diana amendment, only six months is required), 
in the county ninety days, and in the election 
district thirty days (Indiana amendment, sixty 
days in the township and thirty in the election 
district), and who is a native-born citizen, or has 
been regularly naturalized after five years’ resi- 
dence in the United States, shall be enti- 
tied to vote; whereas the Indians amend- 
ment only requires that the foreigner 
shall have declared his intention to become a 
citizen of the United States. Hence there 
can be wo objection to the a ent 
on the score of illiberality towards native- 
borns or aliens; the only objection is, that it in- 
terferes with free frauds, colonization, repeat- 
mg. movable voting brigades, and other ras-
